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Sal vation and Eternal Security

A brother writes of “the dan- 
gerous doctrine of eternal secur- 
ity.” However, it is a mistake.for 


any man to decide that some doc- 


trine taught in the Bible is danger- 
ous. Jesus said, “Ye shall know 
the truth, and the truth shall make 
you free” (John 8:32). None of 
God’s truth is dangerous. Another 
greatly loved Christian brother 
told me that while he believed the 
born-again Christian was probably 
secure, yet he thought the matter 
had better not be discussed lest 
it encourage people to sin. A Chris- 
tian woman went so far as to sug- 
gest that even though the Bible 
does teach the eternal security of 
God’s children, it might be better 
to keep all the Christians scared 
by teaching them that they might 
be lost any way, then, she thought, 
they would live better lives. 


How foolish that kind of teach- 
ings, the reader can see in a mo- 
ment if he considers. Do you really 
believe that a lie is safer than the 
truth? Do you believe that God’s 
wonderful mercy and grace if 
taught and accepted and believed 
will make poorer Christians? Do 
you really believe that men de- 
pending on their own works to 
save them and keep them will be 
better Christians, will love God 


better, will -win more..souls,..than 


men who know their sins are all 
under the blood and who know that 
they are “kept by the power of 
God” as the Scripture says? To 
ask the question is to answer it. 
Nothing. in God’s Word is danger- 
ous. A lie never makes better 
Christians than the truth. Man’s 
way of trying to get saved by good 
works, or t to keep saved by

Many people love to prate about 
“man’s free will.” How strange 
that they should say so much 
about ‘free will” when the Bible 
says nothing about it!

And the infinite, measureless grace 
of God that it takes to save a soul 
is dishonored by those who do not 
believe God keegmthose He saves. 
They simply do™not realize the 
marvelous eternal salvation which 
is purchased on the cross by the 
finished work of Christ. 


Security Is Not a Denominational 


Doctrine 


One brother wrote me about “the 
theory advanced by your Baptist 
denomination, that of eternal se- 
curity.” Most Baptists do believe 
in eternal security. Some do not. 
Presbyterians nearly all believe in 
eternal security, however, and so 
do Plymouth Brethren and many 
others. It is not a denominational! 
matter. For example, practically 
all the great Bible institutes that 
are interdenominational, like Moody 
Bible Institute, Bible Institute of 
Los Angeles, Bible Institute of 
Pennsylvania, Philadelphia School 
of the Bible, the National Bible 
Institute at New York, Northwest- 
ern Bible and Missionary Train.ng 
School at Minneapolis, and many 
others. I understand all teach the 
security of the believer. So do 
great interdenominational semin- 
aries, like Dallas Theological Se- 
minary, Dallas, Texas, and Faith 
Seminary at Wilmington, Dela- 
ware. The security of a believer 
is also taught by the Bible depart- 
ments in many interdenomination- 
al Christian colleges. They do not 
teach it because it is a denomina- 
tional doctrine, for it is not, They 
teach it because all the great in- 
terdenominational Bible teachers; 
practically, find this truth in the 
Bible. I was a Baptist before I 
learned this truth. I did not take 
it as a Baptist doctrine, but be- 
cause it’is in the Bible. 


People Are Not Saved By Works 


In the first place, many have 
@ wrong impression about how 
people are saved: People are not 
saved by starting out to quit to- 
bacco and shows and live.a good 
life. People are saved by coming 
to Jesus Christ and trusting in His 
shed blood which paid for all their 
' Sins, When they come and depend 
on Christ, then all their sins are 
put under the blood. When one 
_ puts his trust in Christ, he does 
not depend on his good deeds to 
save him or to keep him saved. He 
knows that he is a sinner who 
ought to go to Hell. He knows that 
only. God’s mercy and grace can 
save him. So he depends on Christ 
to forgive and save him. A change 
takes place and he is born into 
the family of God and becomes 
a new creature, and had a new 
heart. He becomes a member of 
~ God’s family because he is born 
into the family. His works do not 
Save him, do not keep him. 
There is nothing the devil wants 
more than to have people believe 
in. being saved by their works or 
being kept by their works. Again 
v’and again the Bible teaches us 
things like this; ‘For by grace are 
ye saved through faith; and that 
not of yourselves; it is the gift of 
God: Not of works, lest any man 
should boast” (Eph. 2:8, 9). Note 
what the Bible says about this new 
convert. :

2. Christians then have become 
“partakers of the divine nature” 
(II Pet 1:4). Part of God’s nature 
is born into them, Second Peter 
1:23 says, “Being born again, not 
of corruptible seed,:but of incor- 
ruptible, by the word of God, which 
liveth and abideth forever.” The 
seed of God which is in the new 
convert is incorruptible: The part 
of a person which-is born again 
cannot sin and cannot die. That 
is the meaning of I John 5:18, “We 
know that whosoever is born of 
God sinneth not; but he that is 
begotten of God keepeth himself, 
and that wicked one toucheth him 
not.” I John 3:9 says, ‘‘Whosoever 
is born of God doth not commit 
sin; for his seed remaineth in him: 
and he cannot sin, because he is 
born of God.” The part of one 
which is born again cannot sin, 
and cannot die. God’s seed remains 
in the saved person, says the same 
Scripture, 

3. One who has thus trusted in 
Christ already has everlasting life, 
and cannot come into condemna- 
tion, but is already passed out of 
death into life. So Jesus plainly 
said in John 5:24, “Verily, verily, 
I say unto you, He that heareth 
my word, and believeth on him 
that sent me, hath everlasting life, 
and shall not come into condemna- 
tion; but is passed from death on- 
to life.” Again Jesus _ said, 
in John 10:27, 28, “My sheep hear 
my voice, and I know them, and 
they follow me: And I give unto 
them eternal life; and they shall 
never perish.” “Every one who is 
‘born again already has everlasting 
life and will never perish, says 
the Word of God. 


4. When one has trusted Christ, 
all his sins Gre charged against 
Jesus Christ and are already paid 
for. Thus, Romans 4:6-8 says, 
“Even as David also describeth the 
blessedness of the man, unto whom 
God imputeth righteousness with- 
out works, Saying, Blessed are 
they whose iniquities are forgiven, 
and whose sins are covered. Bless- 
ed is the man to whom the Lord 
will not impute sin.” One who is 
born again has all his iniquities 
forgiven, all his sins covered, and 
the Lord will not impute sin” unto 
him, says the Word. If God’s chil- 
dren sin, God punishes them, like 
good parents punish their children. 
But God never casts out one of 


never cast out one of their chil- 
dren. The sins of a Christian are 
not imputed to him in such a way 
that they could possibly damn his 
soul. se 
5. While the new nature, the 
seed of God that remains in the 
new convert, does not sin, yet 
Christians still have the old nature, 
too, that does sin. So Paul says, 


“For that which I do I allow 
not: for what I would, that do 
I not; but what I hate, that do 
I. If then I do that which I 
would not, I consent unto the 
law that it is good. Now then 
it is no more I that do it, but 
sin that dwelleth in me. For I 
_ know that’ in-me (that.is, in 
my flesh), dwelleth no. good 
thing: for to will is present 
with me; but how to perform 
that which is good I find not. 
For “the good that I 
would I do not: but the evil 
which I would not, that I do. 
Now if I do that I would not, 
it is no more I that do it, but 
sin that dwelleth in me. I find 
then a law, that, when I would 
. do good, evil is present with 
me. For I delight in the law of 
God after the inward man: 
But I see another law in my 
members, warring against the 
law of my mind, and bringing 
me into captivity to the law 
of sin which is in my mem- 
bers. O wretched man that I 
am! who shall deliver me from 
the body of this death? I 
thank ~God through Jesus 
Christ our Lord, So then with’ 
the mind I myself serve. the 
law of God; but with the flesh 
the law of sin’ — Romans 7: 
15-25). : 
All saved people, like Paul, have 
this struggle between the two na- 
tures: They have the new nature, 
that loves God and doesn’t want 
to sin and does not sin; but they

Romans 4:10 says plainly, “As it 
is written, There is none righteous, 
no, not one.” Jesus Himseif said, 
when one came and calied Him 
“Good Master,” “Why callest thou 
me good? There is none good but 
one, that is, God.’ (Mattnew ly: 
16, 17). Jesus meant that unless 
people agreed. that He was God 
come in numan torm, they shouid 
not cail Him good, because no oth- 
er human, beiag in the world is 
good. In Luke 11:4, in the Lord’s 
rrayer, which is for ali people who 
can call God Father, He commands 
us to pray like this, “And torg:ve 
us our sin; for we also forgive ev- 
ery one that is indebted to us.” 
hivery Christian, every day, ought 
to pray in the spirit of the Lord’s 
prayer for daily forgiving and 
cleansing. That does not mean to 
ask again for saivation from sin; 
but it does mean that we ought 
to ask from day to day that our 


ready saved us and forgiven us, 
as far as salvation is concerned, 
should now cleanse us, and take 
our sin out of the way, so it would 
not hinder our communion with 
Him and our service for Him. Sd 
forgiveaess, in the Bible has two 
senses. The forgiveness a Chris- 
tian asks for is not the same as 
a lost sinner asks for, when he

It is a_sin to omit any known du- 
ty. “To him that knoweth to do 
good, and doeth it not, to him it 
is sin’ (James 4:17). Anything in 
the. world done with lack of faith; 
is a sin; “for whatsoever is not of 
faith is sin’ (Romans 14:23). 
Anything that comes short of the 
perfect glory of God is sin. “For 
there is no difference: for all have 
sinned, and come short of the 
glory of God” (Romans 3:22, 23). 
Any failure to love God as we 
ought is sin. Any failure to win 
souls like we ought is sin. Any neg- 
lect of the Bible is sin. Any luke- 
warmness is a sin. Not to obey the 
command to be filled with the 
Spirit is a sin. So every Christian 
sins every day. Christians are not 
saved by their good works. They 
are saved only by the infinite mer- 
cy of God, who allowed Jesus to 
pay for all our sins and save us 
who do not deserve it, and keep 
us the same way. 

7. But Christians cannot go to 
Heaven until their carnal and sin- | 
ful nature is redeemed and adopt- 
ed. We do not yet have all of our 
salvation. Our bodies and our

“For the creature was made 
subject to vanity, not willing- 
ly, but by reason of him who 
hath subjected the same in 
hope, Because the creature it- 
self also. shall be delivered 
from the bondage of corrup- 
tion into the glorious liberty 
of the children of God. For 
we know that the whole crea- 
tion groaneth and travaileth-in 
pain together until now.

This glorious change will take 
place at the first resurrection, 
when the dead in Christ shall rise 
first, and in the rapture when the 
living will be changed in a mo- 
ment. So, when we rise up to meet 
the Lord Jesus in the air, we will

it is. If any man’s work abide 
which he hath built thereupon, 
he shall receive a reward. If 
any man’s work shall be 
burned, he shall suffer loss; 
but he himself shall be saved; 
yet so as by fire.” 


You see that sin never paid any- 
body. It is utterly wrong to say 


that “It doesn’t matter whetherf 


you live right or not after you are 
saved.” It certainly does matter. 
If you are truly born again, you 
have everlasting life and shall nev- 
er come into condemnation of your 
soul, and be lost. But you wil 
stand before Christ in the judg- 
ment seat in Heaven, and will be 
rewarded according to your works. 
And your bad works wili be burned 
up and you will suffer loss, and 
if you have done good works, you 
will receive reward. Sin doesn’t 
pay. Even in the millennial reign 
of Christ on earth, one Christian 
will rule over ten cities, another 
will rule over five cities, and others 
will not be fit to reign at all (See 
Luke 19:11-27, specially verses 17 
and 19). 


Some Conclusions 


In view of the above teachings 
of the Bible about the state of 
one who has trusted Christ for 
salvation, I suggest the following 
thoughts about this doctrine of 
eternal security. 

First, this matter can be settled 
only- by the Bible. Logic, human 
reasoning, human experience can- 
not settle a Bible, doctrine. And 
unprejudiced, non-sectarian Bible 
teachers have become nearly unan- 
imous in understanding the Bi- 
ble teaching on this question. God’s 
Word is clear when people ap- 
proach it with an open mind, will- 
ing to throw to give up the credit 
for helping to keep themselves 
saved, willing to throw away de- 
nominational doctrines wherever 
they conflict with the Word of God. 

Second, difference of opinion on 
this doctrine should not break fel- 
lowship among Chfistians nor hin- 
der the Lord’s work. Dear brethren 
who try to hinder revivals by rais- 
ing this issue at all occasions and 
making it a matter of fellowship 
are wrong. Winning souls is the 
most important thing in the-world, 
and Christian fellowship is essen- 
tial to revivals and the power of 
God and soul-winning influence. A 
brother who attacks individuals, 
tries to split churches and breaks 
Christian fellowship over this is- 
sue, surely must grieve God great- 
ly and do great harm. If we believe 
that people are saved by faith in 
the crucified Saviour, then let us 
be charitable and humble and lit- 
tle by little as we study God’s 
Word together, we will understand 
it better and each other better. 
Third, dear Christian reader, I 
hope you will enter into the rea- 
lization of the abundance that was 
purchased for you at Calvary. 

“Everlasting life.” 

“No condemnation.” 

“T will in no wise cast out.” 

“T am persuaded, that neither 
death, nor life, nor angels, nor 
principalities, nor powers, nor 
things present, nor things to come, 
nor height, nor death, nor any oth- 
er creature, shall be able to separ- 
ate us from the love of God, which 
is in Christ Jesus our Lord” (Rom. 
8:38, 39).

“Show me the Bible.” 

The man walked in and brought 
out the Bible. Listen. Dr. Carpen- 
ter got hold of it. It was a plain, 
dollar Bible. The front part of the 
Book, up to the Gospel of Mat- 
thew, was just as ciean as though 
it had never been touched, From 
Romans on, all the way through 
Revelation, it was just as clean as 
though it had never been opened. 
But ~Matthew, Mark, Luke, John 
and Acts were filthy, dirty with 
the sweat-stained prints of the 
man’s hands on it, 

Brother Carpenter asked, “Tell 
me something. Why is this part 
clean and this part dirty ?” 

The man took the Bible and 
spoke, “Padre, I asked you where 
to start reading “when you sold 
me the Bible. You bent it down 
right here.” He showed him where 
it was bent down — the Gospel of 
Matthew. He went on. “I read as 
far as I could understand. [Imag- 
ine a Panamanian peasant under- 
standing the book of Romans. He 
could not understand it.] I read as 
far as I could understand, and 
when I could not understand any 
more, I just went back and read 
it again.” Brother Carpenter said, 
“Man, reading the Bible doesn’t 
make you a Christian.” : 

But the man was not stopped, 
“I know, Padre, I know, but I am 
a Christian.” 

Well, what made you a Chris- 
tian?” Listen now. 

That ignorant, unlettered peas- 
ant hugged the Bible to his heart 
and said, “Padre, I began to do 
what the Book told me to do, and 
after awhile I began to feel what’ 
the Book said I would feel.” 


It is hard to beat that, isn’t it? 
I have seen a lot of things, I have 
read a lot of things, but I never 
saw, or read, or heard anything 
like that. be 

We find then in the Gospel of 
John- that “God so loved the world, 
that he gave his only begotten 
Son, that whosoever believeth in 
him should not perish, but have 
everlasting life.” There are three 


things in that. text, wonderful, 
glorious, miraculous, impossible 
things. 


The first thing is, lost sinners,— 
“that whosoever believeth in him 
should not perish.” Lost sinners; a 
perishing world; men, women and 
children on the road to destruction 
in their sins, The second thing is, 
a lifted Saviour. ‘“God so loved the 
world, that he gave (surely on 
the cross) his only begotten son:” 
A lifted Saviour. Third, thank God, 
there is a lasting salvation, ‘that 
whosoever believeth in him should 
not perish, but have everlasting 
life.” There you have my humble 
message this morning. 


1. Lost Sinners. 

Again, we have first; lost sin- 
ners. You know the Bible specif- 
ically teaches that every man, 
woman, child in all this congrega- 
tion, and in all this world, who is 
not a Christian is lost, eternally 
lost,, lost beyond God, lost 
beyond Christ, lost beyond 
the Spirit, lost beyond the Bible, 
lost beyond hope, except as that 
person comes to God in, and 
through, and by, and because of 
the Lord Jesus Christ. You know, 
if there is any tragic lack in our 


'|Yeligion today, if there is any 


tragic absence in our pulpits today, 
if there is any tragic essential 
that has been minimized until it 
is almost vapidized in our teach- 
ing, in our Sunday School, it is 
the fact that regardless of circum- 
stances, regardless of conditions, 
regardless of morality, regardless 
of social standing, regardless of 
economic prestige, regardless of 
church membership, regardless of 
home surroundings, every soul that 
has not repented of sin, that has 
not been born again by faith in 
the Lord Jesus Christ, by the re- 
generation power of the Holy Spir- 
it, is lost lost, lost to God. lost to 
Christ, lost to the Spirit, lost to 
the church, lost to self, lost to 
loved ones, lost to friends, lost to 
neighbors, lost to business asso- 


that is 
orth while, lost to everything 
that is clean, lost to everything 
that is honorable, lost to every- 
thing that is pure, lost to every- 


thing that is holy, lost to: every- 


thing ‘that is ever 


| life, lost in death, lost in the judg- 
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ment, lost throughout an endless 
eternity. 


I remember in a revival meeting 


in Fort Worth, Texas. A man who 
was the head of the largest ice 
plant in that city, was converted. 
He was seventy some-odd years 
old. He had a brilliant, a wonder- 
ful conversion, About the fourth 
‘this 
preacher and the pastor were hav- 
ing a prayer meeting in the pas- 
tor’s’ study when ‘this man came 
in. He was crying, crying hard. 

The pastor said, “What is the 
matter, brother, do you doubt your 
salvation ?”’ 

“No,” 

“Are you sick?” 

‘*No.” 

“Have you had an accident or 
has somebody died?” 

*‘No.” 

“Well, what is the matter?” 


“Brother Pastor, I’ve been 
through Hell these last four days. 
I have eight children, twenty- 
seven grandchildren, and five great 
grandchildren, and nota single 
one of them’ is a Christian. Not 
one of them is a Christian. My 
great grandchildren are too-young 
to understand, They are just ba- 
bies. But everyone of my children, 
and everyone of my grandchildren 
are old enough to be saved. I have 
spent these four days going from 
house to house, going from child 
to—child, from grandchild to grand- 
child, pleading with them to trust 
Christ, pleading with them to ac- 
cept Jesus as their personal Sav- 
iour. They have all laughed at 
me. They have all mocked me. 
They have all ridiculed me. Bro- 
ther Pastor, I am going to Heav- 
en, but my children are lost, and 
I am. so afraid that I have sent 
them to Hell, because I have put 
off salvation too long.” 


Now, he did not send them to 
Hell. You know that, and I know 
that, but friends, he sure did help 
them on the road to Hell, because 
he himself was lost, and his life 
had been counting against. God, 
against Christ, against these pre- 
cious souls who were dependent 
upon him for guidance, for inspi- 
ration, for enlightenment, for al- 
most everything else that it takes 
to lift up a poor perishing sinner 
to God and to Christ. Oh, if there 
were one favor. God would grant 
me, if there were one prayer that 
God would answer for me for you 
dear people in this church and ev- 
ery other church where God lets 
me minister, it is this. Oh, would 
that God would burn into the 
hearts of us who are Christians 
the awful meaning of that word 
“perishing,” the awful meaning 
of that word “lost”! 

We see people walking round 
about us in every direction, They 
come to our Sunday schools. Some 
of them are in this beautiful audi- 
torium right here this. morning. 
Their 
hands are clean. Their faces are 


clean. Their language is the ehoic- 


est. They are moral, and humanly 
speaking they are seemingly right- 
eous, but they are lost, they are 
without Christ. If they haven't 
been born again they are going to 
Hell, for all their finery, for all 
their decency. That is the first 
message of this text of Scripture, 
that ‘“‘“God so loved the world, that

Think 
of the starving, think of the suf- 
fering, think of the pain, think of 
the tears, of the toil, of the troub- 
le, of the terror! ‘I just must have 
ane cross to believe in the love of 


You know, the old devil comes 
along and says, “Why look what 
Hitler is doing, look what Hirohi- 
to is doing, look what is happen- 
ing to your people, the Jews, look 
at the sorrow, look at the crook- 
edness, look at the dishonesty, 
look at the backsliding in the 
church. There is no God, and if 
there is He doesn’t love you or 
anybody else, there is nothing to 
His love. The Bible is a lie.” Yes, 
is that so, Satan? It seems that 
way, doesn’ t it? But I close my 
eyes, chink of that bloody cross 
outside of the gate of Jerusalem, 
remember that it is Jesus, the Son 
of God, stretched out on.it and 
I bow my head, and in the dark- 
est hours of my life, I beat my 
breast and cry, “Lord, have mercy 
on me a sinner.” How much you 
have -loved me!” 


But let us think together about 
this lifted Saviour First, He was 
lifted on the tree, He was lifted 
on the cross for it is written, “AS 
Moses lifted up the serpent in the 
wilderness, even so must the Son 
of man be lifted up: that Whoso- 
ever believeth in him should not 
perish, but have eternal life.’’ And 
again it is written, 
redeemed us from the curse of the 
law, being made a curse for us 
for it is written, Cursed is every- 
one which hangeth on a tree.” And 
again it is written, “Who his own 
self bore our sins in his own body 
on the tree.” Surely Idon’t have 
to dwell on that, surely I don’t 
have to develop that, surely I 
don’t have to press that on your 
dear hearts. You know, every one 
of you, the oldest among you, the 
youngest among you, all in be- 
tween, that Jesus the matchless 
Son of God was lifted on the tree, 
bearing our sins in His own pre- 
cious body. But if that were all, if 
that were the only lifting that Je- 
sus Christ went through, we would 


Phave no prospect, we would have 


no hope, we would have no mes- 
sage. You say, “Why not?” Well, 
I will tell you. Because there have 
been thousands and tens of thou- 
sands, yes literally, tens of thou- 
sands of Jews who have died on 
crosses, even as Jesus did, 


But thank God, not only was 
this Jesus lifted on the tree, He 
was also lifted up out of the tomb: 
God raised Him from the dead. 
Listen, “Ye men of Israel, hear 
these words: Jesus of Nazareth . 

. ye have taken, and by wicked 
hands have crucified and slain; 
whom God hath raised up, having 
loosed the pains of death; because 
it was not possible that he should 
be holden of it. . . This Jesus hath 
God raised up, whereof we are all 
witnesses.”’ Thank God for that! 
Thank God for the resurrection 
morning! Oh, my friends, with all 
of our shortcomings, with all of 
our mistakes, with all of our 
doubts, with all our uncertainties, 
with all our weaknesses, with all 


of our backsliding, with ill 
of our misgivings, with all 
of our faults, with all of 


our failings, with all the dark 
clouds that have descended on ev- 
ery hand, with all of our hospit- 
als, our orphanages, our ceme- 
teries, our funeral trains, all the 
heavy burdens that may oppress 
and distress, remember, I beseech 
you, let it ring in your hearts, let 
it sing in your souls, let it throb 
in your minds, stand ‘on it, thank 
God for it, Joseph’s tomb is emp- 
ty! Jesus is not there! God raised 
Him from the dead. As long as 
the Redeemer is raised from the 
dead, somehow, in God’s own good 
time, by the message and the 
might o fthis Jesus, all things, 
not only must work together, but 

will work. together for good to 
them that love God ,to them who 
are the called according to His 
purpose. Yes, He was lifted up 
out of the tomb. :: i 

In a few short weeks we are 
going to celebrate Easter Sunday. 
With all the war that is going on, 
with all the lawlessness, with all 


the tragedy, with all the blood- 


shed, my-friends, this Easter Sun- 
— should be aaprreccmagend more and 
‘definitel : 


“Christ hath, 


Ee ee ee 
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even in this” hour of darkness. 

Let us go on, Not only was Je- 
sus lifted on a tree; not only was 
He lifted up out of ‘the tomb, but, 
He was also lifted up to the throne 
of His Father yonder in Heaven. 
You ‘remember what Paul the 
apostle said. “Let this mind be in 
you which was also in Christ Je- 
sus; who being in the form of God 
thought it not something to be 
grasped after to be equal with 
God; but made himself of no rep- 
utation, and took upon him tne 
form of a servant, and was made 
in the likeness of men: and being 
found in fashion as a man, he 
humbled himself, and became obed- 
ient unto death, even the death of 
the cross, Wherefore God also 
hath highly exalted him, and giv- 
en him a name which is above ev- 
ery name: that at the name of 
Jesus every knee should bow, of 
things in heaven, and things in 
earth, and things under the earth; 
and that every tongue should-eon- 
fess that Jesus Christ is Lord, to 
the glory of God the Father.” You 
remember the Lord Jesus Christ 
appeared to His disciples after His 
resurrection and said, “All au- 
thority, all power is given unto 
me in Heaven and in earth.” Yes, 
beloved, the blessed Son of God 
was not only lifted on the tree 
bearing our sins in His own torn 
body, in His own blood-stained 
flesh, in His own mortal agoay, 
not only was He lifted out of the 
tomb a victor over Satan, over 
sin, over death, over the grave, 
over Hell, but He was lifted up to 
the right hand of the Father, to 
the intercessory throne of grace, 
where He is seated right now with 
all power and authority in Heav- 
en and in earth vested in Him, 
exercising that majestic dominion 
for our salvation, for our sanctifi- 
cation, for our sustenance, finally, 
for our glorification, for our coro- 
nation to reign with him forever. 


lll. A Lasting Salvation. 


There is just one more word, 
and I have preached long enough, 
this is it. Not only does this text 
speak of a lifted Saviour, but 
thank God, there is also here a 
lasting salvation. “For God s0 
loved the world, that he gave his 
only begotten Son, that whosoeyer 
believeth in him ‘should not per- 
ish, but have everlasting life.” 
Everlasting means lasting, and 
lasting means everlasting. 'There- 
fore let us consider this lasting 
salvation. 

First of all, it is lasting because 
it is based on a lasting promise. 
It is written (you recall it): “All 
that the Father giveth me _ shall 
come to me; and him that cometh 
to me I will in no wise cast out. 
For I came down from heaven, 


not to do mine own will, but the 


will of him that sent me. And this 


is the Father‘s will which hath 
sent me, that of all which he hath] ¢, 


given me I should lose _ nothing, 
but should raise it up again at the 
last day.”’ Oh, my friends, remem- 
ber the words of Peter, “Blessed 
be the God and Father of our Lord 
Jesus Christ, which according to 
his abundant mercy hath begotten 
us again unto a lively hope by the 
resurrection of Jesus Christ from 
the dead, to an inheritance incor- 
ruptible, and undefiled, and that 
fadeth not away, reserved in heav- 
en for you, who are kept by the 
power of God through faith unto 
salvation ready to be revealed in 
the last time.” If language means 
anything, if words mean anything, 
if the Bible has any message, it 
is that this salvation which cost 
God so much and yet which He 
does bestow so freely upon us, is 
a lasting salvation—an everlast- 
ing salvation. It is based on the 
unbroken, the unchangeable, the 
unbreakable, God backed-up prom- 
ise of this blessed Bible. 


The second thing that makes 
this salvation lasting is that it is 
found on a lasting passion. Let 
me read to you what the apostle 
has to say in the book of Hebrews 
about the value, the virtue, the 
vitality, the importance of the 
death of the Lord : Jesus -Christ. 
“Neither by the blood of goats 
and calves, but by his own blood 
he entered in once into the holy 
place, having obtained eternal re- 
demption for us. For if the blood of 
bulls and of goats, and the ashes 


‘of an heifer sprinkling the un 


clean,,sanctifieth to the purifying 
of the flesh: How much more’ in 
(thank God for that much more), 
Bs ge much more shall the. the eter: 
e - 


~~ 


from dead works to serve the liv- 
ing God.” “Nor yet that he should 
otter himself often, as the high 
priest entereth into the holy place 
every year with blood of others; 
for then must he often have suf- 
fered since the foundation of the 
world:' but now once in the end 
of the world hath he appeared to 
put away sin by the sacrifice of 
himself.””’ So Christ was once of- 
fered to bear the sins of many; 
and unto them that look for him 
Shall he appear the second time 
without sin unto salvation.” We 
are sanctified through the offering 
of that body of Christ once for au, 
“For by one offering he hath per- 
fected tor ever them that are sanc- 
tified.” (Hebrews 10:14). This is 
strong language. This is God's 
Word, It is not some man-made 
creed, some theologian - evolved 
doctrine, some  preacher’s or 
priest’s utterance, not the discov- 
ery of some philosopher. It is the 
very specific Word ot God Himself. 
The Lord Jesus by His own blood 
entered into the Holy of holies. By} 
His own blood He sprinkled the 
mercy seat. By His own blood He 
has power to perfect forever them 
that are sanctified by faith in Him. 

But, let us hasten on. Not’ only 
is this lasting saivation based up- 
on a lasting promise, founded upon 
@ lasting passion, but thank 
God, it is postulated by a lasting 
power. You remember the cry ot 
tne apostle, “Wherefore he is able 
also to save them to the utter- 
most that come unto God by him, 
seeing he ever liveth to make in- 
tercession for them. And again, 
“Now unto him that is able to 
keep you from stumbling, and to 
present you. faultless before the 
presence of his glory with exceed- 
ing joy, to the only wise God our 
Saviour, be glory and majesty, do- 
minion and power, both now and 
ever. Amen.” That is the power of 
God. That is the power of Christ. 
That is the power of the Spirit. 
That is the power of the blessed 
trinity. It is not the power of bap- 
tism, nor the power of the blessed 
communion, nor the power of the 
Bible, nor the power of the church, 
nor the power of our repentance, 
nor the power of our faith, nor the 
power of our confession, nor the 
power of our clean lives, nor the 
power of our services, nor the 
power of our gifts, nor the power 
of our sacrifices! NO! It is the 
power of God, the triune God, 
sealed for us by the blood of our 
Lord Jesus Christ. The lifted 
Christ is the basis, the foundation, 
the bulwark of this salvation 
which God offers to each of us on 
the terms of this one verse of 
Scripture. ‘For God so loved the 
world that he gave his only be- 
gotten Son, that whosoever be- 
lieveth in him should not perish, 
but have everlasting life.” 


Now what is there more for me 
to say? Just this one thing! Just 
this one word! Beloved, there are 
two things, nay, three things, for 
us to do, for everyone of us in this 
congregation, in the choir behind 
me, for every man, for every wo- 
man, for every child, in this crowd, 
on the basis of this verse of Scrip- 
ture, there are three things for us 
to do. 

First, we must close with the of- 
fer of God’s boundless mercy. 
First, we must come to God by 
Jesus. First, we must step out by 
faith on this promise of John 3:16. 

Second, we must give our lives 
in service to Him who gave His 
life in service to us and for us.We 
belong to Him. He bought us. He 
paid for us. His blood redeemed 
us. The awful agony of the sacri- 
fice that He stretched out before 
God on the cruel cross necessi- 
tates that we recognize our stew- 
ardship and His ownership. Yes, 
we are not our own. We are 
bought with a price. We must glo- 
rify God in our body and in our 
spirit which are God’s. Yes, not 
only must we accept Christ as our 
Saviour, but oh beloved, not the 
Bethany, Church, not any other 
church, not your evangelist, not 
your pastor, not your Sunday 
School, but Jesus, blessed Je- 
sus, loving Jesus, blood-stained 
Jesus, second-coming Jesus, He 
is the one, for His sake, 
for His glory, out of grati- 
tude and appreciation to Him we 
must, each and everyone of us, 
crown Him as Lord and Master, 
not only in word, but in deed, and 

in fact, and in service also. 

That is the third thing. We 
must not only come to the offer 
of God’s mercy, not only accept 


Christ as our Saviour, not only en- 
throne Him as our Lord and Mas- 


ter as we turn our lives over to 
Him, but we must also lovingly, 
loyally, with heart, soul, body, 
mind, life, thought, tears, toil, self, 
substance, in every other way in 
which the Spirit leads us, we must 
witness to others about this sav- 
ing person, about this saving pas- 
sion, about this saving power. 


Beloved, you cannot walk out of 
this auditorium as you came into 
it. My sermon may have been poor, 
stammering, but it is the best 
thing I can do. If I had just stood 
before you these thirty minutes 
to keep on merely repeating, “God 
so loved the wofld, that he gave 
his only begétten Son, that who- 
soever believeth in him should not 
perish, but have everlasting life,” 
if I had not. said another word, 
if I had not uttered another sylia- 
ble, if I had not quoted another 
passage out of God’s Book, That 
one verse of Scripture should melt 
your hearts. That one verse of 
Scripture should move your souls. 
eThat one verse of Scripture 
should bend your wills. That. one 
verse of Scripture should constrair 
you to say, “Lord Jesus, you loved 
me. You proved that love by 

dying for my sins on~-the cross. 
You proved that love in a thousand 
and ohne ways in my life. Lord Je- 
sus, by your love, by your blood- 
stained love, by your blood-proved 
love, by your agony - evidenced 
love, by the love blood, that you 
shed for me on the cruel cross, 
Lord Jesus, I love you. I love you. 
I am giving my life to.you as you 
gave your life for me,” 


If I were to call you up here 
one by one, get you to put your 
hand on this pulpit Bible, saying 
to you, “I adjure you, by the 
Word of God, by your faith in the 
Lord Jesus Christ, tell me, and tell 
these people, do you love Jesus? 
Do you honestly, do you sincerely, 
do you whole-heartedly, love Je- 
sus? Quick as a flash, quicker 
than the snap of my finger, quick- 
er than the sound of my words, 
without the slightest hesitation, 
every man, woman, child in this 
congregation would say, “Of 
course I love Him, preacher. Of 
course, I love Him. I love Him as 
much as you do. I may not be as 
explosive about it as you are, but 
I love Him, preacher. I love Him, 
preacher. With all my heart I love 
Him, With all my soul I love Him, 
preacher, With all my mindI love 
this blood-stained Jesus who loved 
me enough to die for me.” 


Well, if you love Him, prove 
that you love Him. The angels 
are waiting to see your proof. The 
world is waiting to see your proof, 
That person to the right of you, 
that person to the left or you, 
that person behind you, the folks 
in the choir, the folks in the bal- 
cony, the folks down here, this 
preacher,” we are “all. waiting to 
see you prove your love for Christ. 
How can you prove it? Come over 
on His side. Come under the blood. 
Let the Holy Spirit work the 
work of regeneration in your soul. 
Count yourself, reckon yourself, 
believe yourself, dedicate yourself, 
surrender yourself in and _ the 
service of the Lord Jesus Christ. 


Determine in your heart that from. 


this hour on, for the glory of Je- 
sus, for the joy of Jesus, for the 
coronation of Jesus; you are go- 
ing to give yourself unreservedly 
into the hands of the Holy Spirit 
that He may use you to witness 
to, and to win, others. 


My prayer as I finish is, that 
God. may press the blood-stained 
cross upon your hearts, that God 
may make you to hear the voice 
of the Redeemer, as He pleads 


with you, “I loved you, I died for. 


you, I love you now. I want you 
for my own,” and that God may 
give you the grace in this hour to 
say, “Yes, Jesus, you can have me 
I am yours forever. . 


Now may we bow our heads, 
all of us and close our eyes in 
deep prayer, Please bow your 
heads. Please close your eyes. 
Please do not rob me of these min- 
utes. Pray hard, brother Christian, 
sister Christian, souls are in the 


balance. Pray tor yourself, ain 


ner friend.

you. I want to pray with you. a 
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you will let me. Before I. lead 
in this word of prayer remem 
that God is watching you.

to be, the infallibly accurate Word 
of God. The author clearly holds 
to the basis that he will believe 
any parts of the Bible that the 
modernists do not attack, but that 
he accepts the authority of the 
modernists where they largely 
agree rather than the authority of 
the Bible itself. 

For exampie, Cartledge does not 
accept the Mosaic authorship of- 
the Pentateuch, the Buble claim 
that Moses wrote the first five 
books of the Bible. He acknow- 
ledges that many places in the 
Pentateuch claim Mosaic author- 
ship, acknowledges that in the 
other books of the Old Testament 
the Pentateuch is spoken of as ‘“‘the 
law of Moses’ etc., acknowledges 
that Christ quoted the Pentateuch 
sa ,» ‘Moses said,’ but none of 
these Scriptural claims convince 
him, He says that Christ “may 
have been speaking popularly’ 
not meaning exactly what he said. 
He says, “hiven though it. could be 
proved that Jesus did speak of the 
whole of the Pentateuch as of Mo- 
saic authorship; it. is possible for 
a Conservativesto believe either 
that He was adapting His speech 
to the belief current in His day, 
or that he may have seen fit to 

His omniscience in regard 
to minor historical matters, as we 
know He did in regard to the sec- 
ond coming.” 

In other words, according to Dr. 
Cartledge, Jesus may have spoken 
of the Pentateuch as written by 
Moses, knowing it was untrue, but 
simply ‘adapting His speech to 
the current belief in His day,” or 
it. may be, he says, that Jesus was 
not omniscient, “in regard to mi- 
nor historical matters” that is, that 
Jesus did not know what He was 
talking about! We know that Je- 
sus, when He spoke of it, did not 
know the time of His second com- 
ing, but that He plainly decided 
not to know, and He did not de- 
ceive anyone, It would be an .en- 
tirely different matter for Jesus 
to speak mistakenly about a mat- 
ter, misleading people because of 
His ignorance, and that is exactly 
what Cartledge accuses that Jésus 
may probably have done. Jesus al- 
ways knew all He wanted to know, 
and was never mistaken about 
anything. 

Dr. Cartledge takes the position 
that the writers of the Bible, in- 
cluding the authors of the Pen- 
tateuch, copied from other sources, 
He accepts the position of the out- 
and-out modernist that these books 
of the Old Testament were docu- 
ments that slowly accumulated and 
grew and were rewritten and re- 


page 57, Dr. Cartledge dates Deu- 
teronomy,. “not long before 621.” 

There is all the tomfoolery that 
students who have read after the 
modernists are accustomed to: The 


so-called “sources,” “KE” and “J” 
and “P” and “D”, and talk about 
“redactors.” 


Dr. Cartledge takes the position 
of the radicals, the modernists, 
that there were two, possibly 
three, Isaiahs, and that the hook 
was largely written after Isaiah’s 
day.

I have before me also by Dr. 
Cartledge a companion volume to 
the one discussed above. It is 
called A Conservative Introduction 
to the New Testament. In this book 


on the New Testament, Dr. Cart- . 


ledge walks in paths that are fa- 
miliar to those who read the writ- 
ings of infidels and modernists 
who do not believe the Bible is 
God’s Word. He talks about “the 
source ‘Q’ used by Matthew and 
Luke.” He.says that the writers 


of the New Testament wrote what. 
they saw and heard, or what they | 


got from others, and’ that usually 
the writing was not a miracle. Dr. 
Cartledge says he believes in the 
inspiration of the Bible, but he has 
taken out of the word the mean- 
ing it originally had. He is talking 
about a so-called ‘‘inspiration’” of 
the Bible that leaves room for mis- 
takes in numbers, in historical 
matters, in scientific matters. For 
him the Bible is reliable only in 
matters of faith and Christian liv- 
ing.
